This is in further response to our letter dated November 14, 2018, regarding your Freedom of 
Information Act (FOIA) request, 5 U.S.C. § 552, to the Department of State (DOS) for five 
specific cables sent and/or received by officials representing DOS and/or its organizational 
components. 

After carefully reviewing the remaining four cables, we detennined that three of the cables are 
appropriate for release in a full and one is appropriate for release in part. All releasable 
information is enclosed. The denied information is exempt from release pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 
552(b)(1), which protects information that is properly classified in the interest of national 
security pursuant to Executive Order 13526. In this instance, subset 1.4(d) which pertains to 
foreign relations or foreign activities of the US, including confidential sources, applies.
